An “Indian express 
messenger arrived there the same day from 
Mr.-Moberly’s party at Kootenay, and to him 
the mails were transferred, he having orders 
to receive them. The Indiwn reported Mr. 
John Work ‘four days behind, but as the 
Kooteray Mountain was fell of snow, no idea 
could be formed at what time be would be 
due at‘Shepherd. He (the Indian) reported 
a severe storm in the Kootenay district; snow 
a foot deep in the Moojie country. Mr. Work 
left Kootenay on the 6th November, accom- 
panied by Chas. Todd, Esq.; consequently, it 
js supposed Messrs. Mara and Todd have 
carried the election.

A Protest From the Arctic. 

It has of Jate years been the practice ‘of 
whalemen upon entering the Arctic early ip 
the season to capture wulrus, in the absence 
ot the whales, for oil, ivory and bides. Dur- 
ing the past two or three years, great numbers 
of these animals have been captured for these 
purposes. Capt. Barker, of the Japan who 
passed the last winter with the natives, (who 
divided with him aud bis crew their scanty 
supplies,) states that they look upon the cap- 
ture of the walrus by whalemen with great 
misgiving and regret. They said to bim it 
the practice was coptinued: long, the walrus 
upon which they depend for food, would be- 
come so scarce that they would be unable to 
procure food for the long winters, :and they 
as well as those unfortunate mariners who, 
like the crew of the Japan, are Cast upon 
their shores will bave to starve. The taking 
of walrus in the Arctic may be considered in 
a similar light to the degtroying the wild 
game on the bunting grounds of the Indians 
and itis a question if, from motives of bu- 
manity, their indiscriminate slaughtershould 
qot cease. We sball have moreto say on 
this subject when our friends of the whaling 
fleet sbull have an opportanity to consider

Roderick Impey Murchison, President of the 
British Geological and Geographical Socie- 
ties, died in London on Sunday, the 19th 
November, At) the ripe age of seventy-vine 
years, The demise of this distinguished sci- 
entific scholar will create @ painful void in 
the world in which he bad moved so many 
‘. Sir Roderick Impey Murchison, Bart., K. 
0. B., D.C. L.. F. R. 8., &e., was the eldest 
son of Kenneth Murchison, Esq., of Taradale, 
Ross-shire, where the subject of our sketch 
was-born, Feb. 19, 1792. He was educated 
at Durban Grammar. Scnool, and the Military 
Coliege of Marlow. Fresh from these latter 
studies, he entered the army of the Pepinsula, 
under: the Duke of Wellington, serying in| 
Spain and Portugal with the Thirty-siath Foot 
from 1807 till 1816. He was engaged inthe 
battles of Vimiera-and Corunna; acd partici- 


-| pated inthe siege of-Cadiz ag a member of 


the staff of his uncle, Sir Alexander Macken- 
zie. In 1815 he married, and withdrawing 
from the service, as Captain in the Sixteenth 
Dragoons, occupied himself with the pursuits 
and pleasures of a country gentleman. At 
the age of thirty be eatered on the absorbing 
study of chemistry and geology, and from 
thattime forward be pursued the path thus 
éntered upon with the warmest enthasiam. 
Between 1825, and 1831 be published some 
geological memoirs ow the Highlands of Scot- 
land, the Alps, aod Germany. In 1831 be 
applied ‘himself to a systematic examination 
of the older sedimentary deposits in Eogland 
and Wales, anéteeding, after seven years’ 
labor, in establishing what be termed the Sil- 
urian system, comprehending a succession of 
strata previously unknown. This) system, 
deriving its namé from its occupying those 
{counties which formed the ancient Eingdom' 


‘Jot Silures, is divided into the Upper, consist- 


ing of Ludlow and Wenlock rocks, and the 
Lower, of Caradoc and Liandilo rocks. Mr. 
Murchison traced the extension of the Silarian 
System and all the other Palwozoi¢ rocks to 
Norway and Sweden, as alse that of European: 


Russia, Under the patronage of the Imperial |” 


Governmént Mr. Murchison, in 1840, and in 
company with M. de Verneuil and Count Key- 
serling, commenced the geological survey of 
the Russian Empire, haviug already explored 
portions of Poland, Germany, and the Carpa- 
thians, as intermediate between the Russian 
and British deposits, When the first report} 
of these investigations was made, in 1841, the 
Emperor, Nicholas I.. presented Mr. Murchi- 
son with the second class of St. Anne, in dia- 
monds, and also # colossal vase of Siberian 
avanturine, mounted on 4 column of porphyry. 
Three years later, on the completion of his 
Jaboors in Russia, the Emperor conferred upop 
him the Grand Cross of the Order of St. Stan- 
islaus, appointing bim a member of the Tmpe- 
rialtAccademy of Sciences, In 1846, Mr. 
Murchison returned to England, when be was 
knighted for his distinguished services in the 
cause of science. During his life/he publish- 
ed over 120 memoirs of the transactions of 
various scientific bodies, the most remarkable 
being bis Alps, Apennines and Carpathians. 
In 1844 he published an exhaustive 
on Geological Stractare of Russia. Ip this 
work he instituted a comparison between the 
rocks of Eastern Austria and those of the 
auriferous Ural Mountains, and predicted the 
discovery of gold in Australia. Soimpressed 


was he with the belief that crude gold existed |, 


in Australie, tbat he evgouraged some Cor- 
nish miners to emigrate there aud obtain 
gold in the manner they abstracted tia. from 
the gravel of their native country, fq 1848 
he urged the British Governmest to take ac- 
tion in the matter, but proved unsuecessfal, 
being rewarded, however, in 1851, by the oc- 
currence of the gold ferer and its as onisbing | 
results, Among the important contriputions | 
to geological science made by Sir Roderick 
may be classed his proving the existence of 
the fundamental stratified deposits of the" 
United Kingdom, these recks, the so-catied 
Laurentian, being older than either the Cam- 
brian or Silurian systems. He also grouped: 
the Zechsteia or magnesia limestone, and his 
latest labours were made in repeated examin- 
ations of bis native Highlands, for which he 
received from the Royul Scciety at) Kdin- 
burgh their first Brisbane Gold Medal. In 
1865 be succeeded Sir H. De In Roche in the 
office of Director General of the Geological 
Survey of the British Isles. Sir Roderick 
served four terms as President of the Geologi- 
| eal Saciety, and eleven years as the President 
of the Royal Geographical Society, vacating 
the position io 1854. In 1866 he was award- 
ed the Copley Medal, or first honor of the 
Royal Society of London, being created 
a Baronet in the same year, having 
been mades K. C, B. in 1863 He was at the 
time of bie death a Fellow of the Royal So- 
ciety, and also ot the Linnean Society, 2 
member of the Academies of St. Petersburg, 
Berlin, Copenhagen, Brussels, Stockholm 
and Turin, He was & correspondent of the 
French Institute, a Trustee of the British 
Museani, the Huaterian Masenm, and the 
British Association for the Advancement of 
Science. He received the Prix Cuvier from 
tha’ French [nstitate, and the Wollaston 
Medal at home, and he was & Knight Com- 
mander of. various won 2 Orders. ; -As the 
rsistent and warm friend of Dr. Livingstone, 
Sir Roderick aided that: indefatigable and 
courageous explorer. in every way possible, 
and it was due to his constant seal for the 
famous African traveller that the latter’ bas 
been enabled to push his way so far into the 
interior of that couatry.” | .
